Because  it  often  happens 
that  no  other  day  is  so  fit  for  sowing  com  and 
planting  vines  lest  the  critical  moment  being  let 
slip,  men  should  lose  the  commodities  granted  by 
heaven. 


THE  FIRST  DAY  Or  THE  WEEK. 

Matthew  28:1— In  the  end  of  the  Sabbath,  as  it  began 
to  dawn  towards  the  first  day  of  the  week,  came 
Mary  Magdalene  and  the  other  Mary  to  see  the 
sepulchre. 

Mark  16 :2— And  very  early  in  the  morning,  the  first  day 
of  the  week,  they  came  unto  the  sepulchre  at  the 
rising  of  the  sun. 

Mark  16:9— Now  when  Jesus  was  rising  early  the  first 
day  of  the  week  he  appeared  first  to  Mary  Mag- 
dalene, out  of  whom  he  had  cast  seven  devils. 

Luke  24:1 — Now  upon  the  first  day  of  the  week  very 
early  in  the  morning,  they  came  unto  the  Sepul- 
chre, bringing  the  spices  which  they  had  prepared, 
and  certain  others  with  them. 
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John  20:19 — Then  the  same  day  at  evening,  being  the 
first  day  of  the  week,  when  the  doors  were  shut 
where  the  disciples  were  assembled  for  fear  of 
the  Jews,  came  Jesus  and  stood  in  the  midst,  and 
said  unto  them,  Peace  be  unto  you. 

Acts  20:7— And  upon  the  first  day  of  the  week,  when 
the  disciples  came  together  to  break  bread,  Paul 
I  preached  unto  them,  ready  to  depart  on  the  morn- 

ing, and  continued  his  speech  until  midnight. 

1  Corinthians  16:2 — Upon  the  first  day  of  the  week,  let 
every  one  of  you  lay  by  him  in  store,  as  God  hast 
prospered  him  that  there  be  no  gathering  when 
I  come. 

John  20:1 — The  first  day  of  the  week  cometh  Mary  Mag- 
dalene, early  when  it  was  yet  dark,  unto  the 
Sepulchre,  and  seeth  the  stone  taken  away  from 
the  Sepulchre. 

There  are  no  other  texts  mentioning  this  day; 
it  is  spoken  of  but  eight  times  in  the  New  Testa- 
ment, and  in  these  eight  passages  there  is  no  com- 
mand to  keep  it;  there  is  no  record  of  its  being 
appointed  as  a  Sabbath ;  there  is  no  record  of  any 
blessing  being  placed  on  it ;  there  is  no  record  of 
its  being  made  holy;  there  is  no  record  of  any 
sacredness  being  attached  to  it;  there  is  no 
promise  of  blessings  for  its  observances;  and 
there  is  no  threat  of  pimishment  for  its  non-ob- 
servance ;  it  is  never  once  called  Sabbath,  or  gfiving 
any  sacred  title ;  there  is  no  record  that  the  early 
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Christian  Churches  observed  it,  in  fact,  there  is 
nothing,  absolutely  nothing,  in  all  the  Bible  that 
gives  the  slightest  hint  of  a  Sunday  institution. 
The  observance  of  Sunday  is  a  practise  for  which 
there  is  not  a  shadow  of  a  single  decree  of  Bible 
authority,  and  it  is,  therefore,  a  practise  which 
should  be  immediately  discarded  by  all  Bible 
Christians.  Many  men  have  been  lost  through 
sticking  to  their  creeds  at  all  hazards ;  but  no  one 
has  ever  been  lost  through  closely  adhering  to  the 
Bible.

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SUNDAY  A  CATHOLIC  HOLY  DAY. 

My  Brethren, — Look  about  you  upon  the  various 
wrangling  sects  and  denominations;  show  me  one  that 
claims  or  possesses  the  power  to  make  laws  binding  on 
the  conscience.  There  is  but  one  on  the  face  of  the 
earth — the  Catholic  Church— that  has  power  to  make 
laws  binding  upon  the  conscience,  binding  before  God, 
binding  under  pain  of  hell  fire.  Take  for  instance  the 
day  we  celebrate— Sunday.  What  right  have  the  Prot- 
estant Churches  to  observe  that  day?  None  whatever. 
You  say  it  is  to  obey  the  commandments.  "Remember 
the  Sabbath  Day  to  keey  it  holy."  But  Sunday  is  not 
]  the  Sabbath  according  to  the  Bible  and  the  records  of 

time.  Every  one  knows  that  Sunday  is  the  first  day  of 
the  week,  while  Saturday  is  the  seventh  day  and  the 
Sabbath,  the  day  consecrated  as  a  day  of  rest.  It  is 
recognized  in  all  civilized  nations.  I  have  repeatedly 
offer  $1,000  to  any  one  who  will  furnish  any  proof  from 
the  Bible  that  Sunday  is  the  day  we  are  bound  to  keep, 
and  no  or-o  has  called  for  the  money.  The  Bible  says, 
"Remember  the  Sabbath  day  to  keep  it  holy."  But  the 
Catholic  Church  says,  "No.  keep  the  first  day  of  the 
week,  and  the  whole  world  bows  in  obedience."  Father 
Enright,  Dec.  19,  1889. 

If  Dr.  Duval  denies  the  church  the  right  to  legislate, 
why  does  he  contrary  to  the  teaching  of  the  Bible,  obey 
her  in  regard  to  the  observance  of  the  Sunday.  The 
Protestant  Bible  says  plainly.  "Remember  that  thou  keep 
holy  the  Sabbath  Day,"  and  in  hundreds  of  other  places 
both  in  the  Old  and  New  Testaments,  the  Bible  insists 
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on  the  observance  of  the  Sabbath  Day.  Now  every  child 
in  school  knows  that  the  Sabbath  Day  is  Saturday,  the 
Seventh  day  of  the  week ;  yet  with  the  exception  of  the 
Seventh  Day  Adventists,  all  Protestant  denominations 
keep  Sunday  instead  of  the  Sabbath  day,  because  the 
Catholic  Church  made  this  change  in  the  first  stages  of 
Christianity.  In  my  discussion  with  him  I  claimed  there 
were  600  passages  in  the  Bible  enjoying  the  observance 
of  the  Sabbath  (or  Saturday)  and  that  not  one  passage 
could  be  found  enjoying  the  observance  of  Sunday,  or 
the  first  day  of  the  week,  that  the  change  of  the  observ- 
ance of  the  Lord's  Day  from  Saturday  to  Sunday  had 
been  made  by  the  Church  in  apostolic  time.

From  the  Catholic  Mirror— Cardinal  Gibbons,  Official 
Organ  of  Dec.  7: 

What  living  Catholic  priest  is  there  who  does  not  know 
that  Protestanism  has,  contrary  to  its  fundamental  prin- 
ciples, abandoned  its  sole  acknowledged  teacher,  the 
Bible,  on  the  Sabbath  question,  and  guilty  of  a  double 
apostacy,  gone  over  bag  and  baggage  to  the  teaching  and 
practise  of  the  Catholic  Church.  In  putting  the  question, 
I  must  make  honorable  exception,  I  refer  to  Seven  Day 
Adventist— They  are  the  only  consistent  Protestants  on 
earth.  They  follow  the  teachings  of  the  Bible,  by  keep- 
ing the  Sabbath  enjoyed  by  God,  and  their  fellow  Prot- 
estants even  in  the  State  of  Maryland,  for  their  con- 
sistency, while  their  persecutors  have  shamefully  aban- 
doned the  very  principles  for  which  they  punish  them. 

Also  of  Sept.  23,  1893— The  Catholic  Church  for  over 
one  thousand  years  before  the  existence  of  a  Protestant, 
by  virtue  of  her  divine  mission,  changed  the  day  from 
Saturday  to  Sunday.  The  Christian  Sabbath  is,  there- 
fore, to  this  day  the  acknowledged  offspring  of  the 
Catholic  Church  aspouse  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  without  a 
word  of  remonstrance  from  the  Protestant  world. 

Father  Walter  Drum,  S.J.,  Woodstock  College,  Mary- 
land, says :  The  observance  of  Sunday  thus  comes  to  be 
an  ecclesiastical  law  entirely  distinct  from  the  divine  law 
of  Sabbath  observance;  the  prescription  of  Genesis  2:2 
and  3  in  regard  to  the  Sabbath,  having  nothing  whatever 
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to  do  with  the  law  of  the  Church  about  Sunday,  the 
Lord's  Day,  Catholics  should  observe  the  law  of  the 
Church,  not  by  the  Old  Testament  observances  of  the 
Sabbath,  nor  by  the  dictates  of  Protestants  or  of  Jews, 
but  by  the  prescription  of  the  Church  herself.  The 
author  of  law;  and  that  author  is  the  Catholic  Church. 
They  (the  Protestants)  deem  it  their  duty  to  keep  the 
Sunday  holy.  Why  ?  Because  the  Catholic  Church  tells 
them  to  do  so ;  they  have  no  other  reason. 

In  the  Catholic  Press  of  Sidney,  Australia,  of  Aug. 
25,  1900,  Statement:  Sunday  is  a  Catholic  institution, 
and  its  claims  to  observance  can  be  defended  only  on 
Catholic  principles.  From  beginning  to  end  of  the 
Scriptures  there  is  not  a  single  passage  that  warrants  the 
transfer  of  weekly  public  worship  from  the  last  day  of 
the  week  to  the  first. 

The  M.E.  Theological  Compendium,  P.  105  of  1865, 
says :  It  is  true,  there  is  no  positive  command  for  infant 
baptism,  nor  is  there  any  for  keeping  holy  the  first  day 
of  the  week. 

The  Watchman  (Baptist)  says:  The  Scripture  nowhere 
calls  the  first  day  of  the  week  the  Sabbath.  There  is  no 
Scriptural  authority  for  so  doing,  nor  of  course,  any 
Scriptural  obligations. 
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THE  SABBATH.

Or  hath  he 
spoken,  and  shall  he  not  make  it  good? 

Palm  111:7— The  works  of  his  hands  are  verity  and 
judgment ;  all  his  commandments  are  sure.

Luke  4:16— And  he  came  to  Nazareth,  where  he  had 
been  brought  up ;  and  as  his  custom  was,  he  went 
into  the  synagogue  on  the  Sabbath  Day,  and  stood 
for  to  read.

Isaiah  58:14 — Then  shalt  thou  delight  thyself  in  the 
Lord ;  and  I  will  cause  thee  to  ride  upon  the  high 
places  of  the  earth,  and  feed  thee  with  the  heritage 
of  Jacob  thy  Father:  for  the  mouth  of  the  Lord 
hath  spoken  it. 

Leviticus  26:27 — And  if  ye  will  not  for  all  this  hearken 
unto  me,  but  walk  contrary  unto  me. 

Leviticus  26:28 — Then  I  will  walk  contrary  unto  you 
also  in  fury ;  and  I,  even  I,  will  chastise  you  seven 
times  for  your  sins. 

Leviticus  26:32 — And  I  will  bring  the  land  into  desola- 
tion, and  your  enemies  which  dwell  therein  shall 
be  astonished  at  it. 

Leviticus  26:34 — Then  shall  the  land  enjoy  her  sabbath, 
as  long  as  it  lieth  desolate,  and  ye  be  in  your 
enemies  land,  even  then  shall  the  land  rest  and 
enjoy  her  Sabbath. 
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Isaiah  48:18 — O  that  thou  hadst  hearkened  to  my  com- 
mandments !  Then  had  thy  peace  been  as  a  river, 
and  thy  righteousness  as  the  waves  of  the  sea. 

Thus  for  the  first  4000  years  of  the  world's  his- 
tory all  imcertainty  concerning  the  true  reckonmg 
of  time  as  far  as  the  Sabbath  is  concerned,  is 
removed  by  direct  statements  of  Scripture.  Just 
before  the  giving  of  the  Law  on  Mt.  Sinai,  the 
Lord  again  pointed  out  the  true  Sabbath.  By  this 
miracle  in  connection  with  the  manna,  the  Lord 
removed  all  uncertainty  regarding  the  true  Sab- 
bath down  as  far  as  the  Exodus  Period.  Russia 
did  not  adopt  the  Gregorian  Calendar,  preferring 
to  retain  the  Julian,  and  the  days  of  the  week  are 
the  same  in  Russia  as  in  America. 

The  issue  in  Christ's  time  was  much  the  same 
as  it  is  today :  Man's  idea  of  Sabbath  keeping  had 
taken  the  place  of  God's  idea,  and  man's  idea  had 
been  incorporated  into  the  law  of  the  nation  to 
such  an  extent  that  in  conforming  to  God's  idea 
of  Sabbath  keeping  one  would  at  the  same  time 
not  be  conforming  to  man's  idea  of  Sabbath  keep- 
ing, and  thus  in  doing  God's  will  would  be  found 
in  conflict  with  human  laws,  and  liable  to  the 
accusation  of  being  an  enemy  of  th*^  state  and 
nation :  That  is  obedience  to  God  had  become  dis- 
obedience to  men;  observance  of  God's  law  had 
become  violation  of  civil  and  ecclesiastical  law; 
loyalty  to  God's  government  had  become  treason 
to  human  government ;  God's  people  today  will  be 
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called  upon  to  make  the  same  choice  their  Master 
did,  the  choice  between  God's  idea  of  Sabbath 
keeping,  or  man's  idea  of  Sabbath  keeping. 

Matthew  7:14 — Because  straight  is  the  gate,  and  narrow 
is  the  way,  which  leadeth  unto  life,  and  few  there 
be  that  find  it. 

Luke  14 :33 — So  likewise,  whosoever  be  of  you  that  for- 
saketh  not  all  that  he  hath  he  cannot  be  my 
disciple. 

2  Timothy  3:12 — Yea,  and  all  that  will  live  godly  in 
Christ  Jesus  shall  suffer  persecution. 

1  Peter  4:14 — If  ye  be  reproached  for  the  name  of 
Christ,  happy  are  ye;  for  the  spirit  of  glory  and 
of  God  resteth  upon  you:  on  their  part  he  is  evil 
spoken  of,  but  on  your  part  he  is  glorified.

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THE  LAW  OF  GOD. 

Exodus  20 :2  to  18 — I  am  the  Lord  thy  God,  which  have 
brought  thee  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt,  out  of  the 
house  of  bondage. 

1 — Thou  shalt  have  no  other  gods  before  me. 

2 — Thou  shalt  not  make  unto  thee  any  graven  image, 
or  any  likeness  of  anything  that  is  in  heaven  above,

me,  and  keep  my  commandments. 

3 — Thou  shalt  not  take  the  name  of  the  Lord  thy 
God  in  vain:  for  the  Lord  will  not  hold  him 
guiltless  that  taketh  his  name  in  vain. 

4 — Remember  the  Sabbath  day,  to  keep  it  holy,  six 
days  shalt  thou  labor  and  do  all  thy  work:  But 
the  seventh  day  is  the  Sabbath  of  the  Lord  thy

Psalms  111:&— They  stand  fast  forever  and  ever,  and 
are  done  in  truth  and  uprightness. 

Proverbs  6:23 — For  the  commandments  is  a  lamp;  and 
the  law  is  light;  and  reproof  of  instructi(ms  are 
the  way  of  life. 

Proverbs  13:13— Whoso  despiseth  the  word  shall  be 
destroyed :  but  he  that  feareth  the  commandments 
shall  be  rewarded. 

Proverbs  4 :4 — He  taught  me  also,  and  said  unto  me,  Let 
thine  heart  retain  my  words:  keep  my  command- 
ments and  live. 
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Acts  5 :29— Then  Peter  and  the  other  apostles  answered 
and  said,  We  ought  to  obey  God  rather  than  man.

He  who  refuses  to  comply 
with  the  demands  of  earthly  powers,  exposes  him- 
self to  the  severest  penalties  which  human  powers 
can  inflict :  and  he  who  does  comply,  exposes  him- 
self to  the  most  terrible  threatenings  of  divine 
wrath  to  be  found  in  the  word  of  God.  The  ques- 
tion whether  they  will  obey  God  or  man  is  to  be 
decided  by  the  people  of  the  present  age,  under 
the  heaviest  pressure  from  either  side  that  has 
ever  been  brought  to  bear  upon  any  generation. 

Deuteronomy  4:30 — When  thou  art  in  tribulation,  and 
all  these  things  are  come  upon  thee,  even  in  the 
latter  days,  if  thou  turn  to  the  Lord  thy  God,  and 
shall  be  obedient  unto  his  voice.

God:  he  will  not  forsake  thee,  neither  destroy 
thee.

Isaiah  56:2 — Blessed  is  the  man  that  doeth  this,  and  the 
son  of  man  that  layeth  hold  on  it;  that  keepeth 
the  Sabbath  from  polluting  it,  and  keepeth  his 
hand  from  doing  evil.

But  Paul  obeyed  God,  kept  his  commandments,  and 
his  Sabbath. 

Paul  merely  stated  what  some  men  esteemed  as  right, 
and  left  it  with  them  to  decide  in  their  own  mind  what 
was  right.  God  gave  you  his  Sabbath,  and  commanded 
you  to  keep  it  holy,  he  leaves  it  with  you  to  decide. 


CONSTANTINE  EDICT  MARCH  821. 

Let  all  the  Judges  and  town  people  and  the  occupation 
of  all  trades  rest  on  the  venerable  day  of  the  sun,  etc. — 
at  the  Council  of  Laodicea,  364 — anathematized  those 
who  kept  the  Sabbath,  and  urged  all  persons  to  labor  on 
the  seventh  day  under  penalty  of  the  anathema. 

Constantine  changed  the  day  of  worship  from  the 
Sabbath  to  Sunday,  the  first  day  of  the  week.  Will  you 
obey  man,  or  will  you  obey  God's  command,  and  keep 
his  Sabbath  holy;  and  receive  his  reward  that  he  has 
promised  to  his  people  that  love  and  obey  him,  or  dis- 
obey and  be  punished  with  the  seven  last  plagues. 
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BEFORE  THE  SECOND  COMING  OF  THE  LORD. 

2  Peter  3 :3— Knowing  this  first  that  there  shall  come  in 
the  last  days  scoffers  walking  after  their  own  lust. 

2  Peter  3:4 — And  saying,  Where  is  the  promise  of  his 
coming?  For  since  the  fathers  fell  asleep,  all 
things  continue  as  they  were  from  the  banning 
of  the  creation. 

2  Timothy  3:1 — ^This  know  also,  that  in  the  last  days 
perilous  times  shall  come. 

2  Timothy  3:2 — For  men  shall  be  lovers  of  their  own 
selves,  covetous,  boasters,  proud,  blasphemers,  dis- 
obedient to  parents,  untruthful,  unholy.

Revelation  16:12— And  the  sixth  angel  poured  out  his 
vile  upon  the  great  river  Euphrates;  and  the 
water  thereof  was  dried  up  that  the  way  of  the 
kings  of  the  east  might  be  prepared  (Sultan  of 
Turkey). 
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Daniel  11 :45— And  he  shall  plant  the  tabernacles  of  his 
palace  between  the  seas — in  the  glorious  holy 
mountain ;  yet  he  shall  come  to  his  end,  and  none 
shall  help  him. 

Daniel  12:1— And  at  that  time  shall  Michael  stand  up. 
the  great  prince  which  stande^h  for  the  children  of 
the  people;  and  there  shall  be  a  time  of  trouble, 
such  as  never  was  since  there  was  a  nation,  even 
to  that  same  time,  and  at  that  time  thy  people  shall 
be  delivered  every  one  that  shall  be  found  written 
in  the  book  (10  Kingdoms  of  Europe).

Revelation  18:8 — Therefore  shall  h-^  -'ia^u:*  -/rr?  w 
one  day,  death,  and  moumine  im:  an  ux*',  at  H  iue 
shall  be  utterly  burnt  with  irr.  f;  r  .»rong  i^  *ht 
Lord  God  who  judgeth  her. 

Revelation  18:24 — And  in  her  was  fotL-H  '■•  hluo<i  .  f 
prophets,  and  of  the  saints,  and  of  nat  were 
slain  upon  the  earth. 

Revelation  17:12— And  the  ten  horns  which  thou  saweth, 
are  the  Kings,  which  have  received  no  kingdom  as 
yet,  but  receive  power  as  kings  one  hour  with  the 
beast. 

Revelation  13:11-- And  I  beheld  another  beast  coming 
up  out  of  the  earth ;  and  he  had  two  horns  like  a 
Iamb,  and  he  spake  like  a  dragon. 

Revelation  13:12— And  he  exercictth  all  the  power  of 
the  first  beast  before  him,  and  causeth  the  earth 
and  them  which  dwell  therein  to  worship  the  first 
beast,  whose  deadly  wound  was  healed.

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Revelation  17:13— These  have  one  mind,  and  shall  give 
their  power  and  strength  unto  the  beast. 

Revelation  17:14— These  shall  make  war  with  the  Lamb, 
and  the  Lamb  shall  overcome  them ;  for  he  is  Lord 
of  lords,  and  King  of  kings,  and  they  that  are 
with  him  are  called,  and  chosen,  and  faithful. 
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THE  THIRD  ANGEL'S  MESSAGE. 

Revelation  14:9— And  the  third  Angel  followed  them 
saying  with  a  loud  voice:  H  any  man  worship  the 
beast  and  his  image,  and  receive  his  mark  in  his 
forehead,  or  in  his  hand. 

Revelation  14:10 — ^The  same  shall  drink  of  the  wine  of 
the  wrath  of  God,  which  is  poured  out  without 
mixture  into  the  cup  of  his  indignation;  and  he 
shall  be  tormoited  with  fire  and  brimstone  in  the 
presence  of  the  holy  angels,  and  in  the  presence  of 
the  Lamb. 
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THE  LAST  CALL. 

Revelation  18:4 — And  I  heard  another  voice  from 
heaven,  saying.

neither  of  the  moon,  to  shine  in  it,  for  the  glory  of 
God  did  lighten  it,  and  the  Lamb  is  the  light 
thereof. 

I.saiah  65:17— For  behold,  I  create  new  heavens,  and  a 
new  earth:  and  the  former  shall  not  be  remem- 
bered, nor  come  into  mind. 

Isaiah  32:18~And  my  people  shall  dwell  in  a  peaceable 
habitation,  and  in  sure  dwellings,  and  in  quiet 
resting  places. 

Isaiah  60:18— Violence  shall  no  more  be  heard  in  the 
land,  wasting  nor  destruction  within  thy  borders.

Revelation  7:17— For  the  Lamb  which  is  in  the  midst  of 
the  throne  shall  feed  them,  and  shall  lead  them 
unto  living  fountains  of  water;  and  God  shall  wipe 
away  all  tears  from  their  eyes. 

Isaiah  33:24— And  the  inhabitants  shall  not  say.  I  am 
sick,  the  people  that  dwell  therein  shall  be  forgiv- 
ing their  iniquity. 

Revelation  21:4— And  God  shall  wipe  away  all  tears 
from  their  eyes ;  and  there  shall  be  no  more  death, 
neither  sorrow,  nor  crying,  neither  shall  there  be 
any  more  pain :  for  the  former  things  are  passed 
away. 

Isaiah  65:18— But  be  ye  glad  and  rejoice  forever  in  that 
which  I  create :  for  behold,  I  create  Jerusalem  a 
rejoicing,  and  her  people  a  joy.
